Newton, the American Black 
Panther leader, says he was 
framed by the CIA and will 
return to California in an at­ 
tempt to prove his innocence of 
a murder charge.

conference in a downtown 
Toronto hotel upon his release 
from jail Wednesday he will 
return home despite reports of 
a $25,000 contract on his life. 
He said charges he murdered

Oakland, Calif., three years ago 
were the result of “ a frame-up” 
by the CIA and other police 
forces.

Newton said "We feel we can 
prove the conspiracy to frame 
me, to jail me and to kill me.”

The amount 
Todd's Body 
To Be Reburied 
In Secret Site 


CHICAGO (U P I) - A bag of 
bones that has been positively 
identified as the remains of 
Michael Todd will be reburied 
in a secret location so the 
flamboyant showman can rest 
in peace. 
Cook County Medical Exam ­ 
iner Robert Stein said Wednes­ 
day the request for the secret 
burial was made by actress 
Elizabeth Taylor, Todd’s wife 
at the time of his death, and 
Todd’s son, Michael Todd J r 
Stein said the remains were 
positively identified as those of 
Todd by forensic odontologist 
Paul Goaz, who used Todd's 
dental records 
Police in suburban Forest 
Park, acting on an informant’s 
tip to a private detective, found 
the 
ripped-open plastic 
bag 
containing the remains Tues­ 
day The bag had been hidden 
under a tree and covered by 
dirt, leaves and branches about 
75 yards from Todd’s despoiled 
grave. 
Police speculated the grave 
robbers who broke into Todd’s 
casket in Jewish Waldheim 
Cemetery during the weekend 
were hunting for a $100,000 
diamond 
ring which 
Miss 
Taylor was rumored to have 
placed on his finger 
Todd’s 
son said there was no ring in the 
casket. 


Police speculated 
it 
must 
have taken two persons to 
break into the Todd grave and 
casket and remove the re­ 
mains. 
When they discovered their 
hopes of finding a

diamond in the bag were false,

Newton fled to Cuba three 
years ago after jumping bail on 
the murder charge, and is also 
accused of pistol-whipping a 
man in a tailor shop He was 
arrested by immigration offi 
cials here last Saturday as he 
stepped off a plane from Cuba 
with his wife Gwen and a 
lawyer 
He said he came to Canada to 
consult with lawyers before 
returning to California to face 
the murder charges.

Lucosvilie 'Double Celling' 
Is Declared Unconstitutional 
CINCINNATI (UPI) 
Con 
fining two prisoners in a single 
6-bv-lft-foot cell is unconstitu­ 
tional, a federal judge ruled 
Wednesday. 
US District Court Judge 
Timothy S. Hogan told Ohio 
officials to come up with a plan 
within 90 days to end “ double 
celling” at the state’s max­ 
imum security prison at Lucas- 
ville. 
The judge pointed out that 
even US. Army prisons, “ not 
known for coddling,” provide 
more space than at Lucasville. 
Although Hogan’s decision 
was not a final order —- he will 
not issue one until he reviews 
the state plan - it was a major 
victory for Lucasville inmates 
who filed the lawsuit. 
The prisoners ultimately 
want the judge to order an 
injunction that will mandate 
reduction of inmate population. 
Lucasville, built to house 
1,600 prisoners, now houses 
2,300. Some 1,400 of those in­ 
mates are "double celled” — 
two prisoners housed in a 63- 
square foot cell. 
In a week of hearings before 
Hogan last month, prisoners 
testified that double celling was 
“ cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment” and also led to increased 
violence. 
Prison officials discounted 
that claim and maintained that 
double celling was not unconsti 
tutional. 
Hut Hogan ruled in a 42-page 
“ Findings of Fact and Conclu 
sions of I,aw” 
a preliminary 
report in the case 
“ The 
double celling at Lucasville is 
unconstitutional.” 
“The state must proceed with 
reasonable dispatch 
to for­ 
mulate, propose and carry out 
some plan w-hich will terminate 
double celling at SOCF (South­ 
ern Ohio Correctional Facility 


i i ■ 


at Lucasville). Within 90 days 
(the state) may propose and 
file such a plan.” 
The judge said that after he 
has the plan he will then set a 
hearing date and a final order 
will follow that 
Hogan decided that Lucas­ 
ville double celling “ can only 
accent the problems of close 
confinement and overcrowding. 
The rated capacity of the in­ 
stitution is 1,600. Overall, it is 
now holding some 38 per cent 
more people than the designers 
and builders intended it to. 
“The square footage in each 
cell is approximately 63 square 
feet — meaning that double 
celling reduces the square 
footage of living quarters per 
man to something in the neigh­ 
borhood of 30-35 feet at best 
Hogan noted that another 
court had said 50 square feet 
was the "minimum acceptable 
requirement” to meet constitu­ 
tional standards and decided, 
“That conclusion is supported 
by the testimony in this case.” 
The judge also pointed out 
that 
the US 
Army 
prison 


standard in 1969 was 55 square 
feet, "and the Army, not known 
for coddling, adheres to that.” 
Hogan conceded that “ double 
celling in 60-foot cells is un­ 
doubtedly 
permissible as a 
temporary 
measure," 
but 
noted that double celling has 
been on the rise at Lucasville 
the past 
four 
years 
and 
declared, “ We deal not with 
anything temporary here.” 
The judge pointed out that in 
a similar case another court 
decided it could “ order the 
release of persons held under 
conditions which deprive them 
of rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution unless the condi­ 
tions are corrected within a 
reasonable time.” 
Hogan noted that the prison­ 
ers filing the suit “ urge that the 
(state) should be ordered to 
single cell or release right 
now." 
“ We rather doubt that the 
state is, overnight, prepared to 
move any substantial number 
of inmates from Lucasville and 
single cell them elsewhere,” 
said the judge. 


$200 Million Suit 
Is Filed In Blaze 
COVINGTON, Ky. (UPI) 
An avalanche of civil suits 
stemming from the Beverly 
Hills Supper Club fire may be 
combined into one gigantic- 
legal action, as a result of a $200 
million federal class action suit 
filed-by an Indiana couple. 
The suit, brought Wednesday 
in US.District Court, was by far 
the largest single lawsuit 
resulting from the tragic 
nightclub fire in which 163 
persons died, and the first class 
action suit. 


Cincinnati attorney Gene 
Mesh drew up the suit for Allen 
D.Byers and his wife, Marsha, 
of Indianapolis, who were in­ 
jured in the fire. But 
the 
documents declared the suit a 
class action for all those killed 
or injured in the May 
28 
Southgate, Ky. blaze. 
A total of $313 million in suits 
have now been filed as a result 
of the devastating fire Mesh 
said the suit may serve as a 
vehicle for combining all the 
civil actions stemming from the 
fire already on file, as well as 
the many more expected to be 
filed on behalf of the disaster’s 
victims.

Teaching Freedom First

The committee report gives 
lip service 
but no more than 
lip service 
to the thought that 
these are primarily state re­ 
sponsibilities. The general idea 
is that the states are to be en­ 
couraged to enact their own 
laws embodying at least the 
minimum standards laid down 
by the federal office. Hut (and 
this is the first hooker), any 
state that failed or refused to 
enact such legislation would be 
federally controlled anyhow; 
and (this is the second hooker), 
even 
those states 
that 
did 
comply would remain subject 
to continuing federal jurisdic­ 
tion and monitoring 


The bill includes all the usual 
trimmings inspectors, reports, 
forms, statistical data, fines of 
$300 to $1,000 a day for non- 
compliance, rights of appeal in 
th** federal courts, and so forth 
All this elaborate structure is 
designed to provide campers 
with safe and healthful condi­ 
tions tree from hazards likely to 
cause death, serious illness or 
serious accident. 
To return to the main point: 
The bill falls into a pattern that 
crops up with ominous fre­ 
quency 
in 
Washington 
The 
wrong headed 
theory 
behind 
this pattern is that uniformity is 
good diversity is bad; federal 
control 
is 
superior, 
state 
regulation 
is 
inadequate; 
Congress 
understands 
the 
needs of the people, the state 
legislatures do not 
We see this pattern in pen­ 
ding proposals for a federal no- 
fault insurance law We see it in 
President 
C arter’s 
instant 
registration bill We have seen 


it in such areas as occupational 
safety, clean air standards, and 
in 
hundreds 
of 
programs 
requiring matching funds for 
federal grants in aid Through 
this insidious process, the 
states systematically are re­ 
duced to little more than ad 
ministrative agencies for the 
exercise of federal power. 


It was never meant to be this 
way. The Tenth Amendment, 
that great key to the house of 
our fathers, 
sets 
forth the 
American plan in words that 
are too plain to be misunder­ 
stood and too precious to Ik * 
corrupted: 
‘‘The [towers not 
delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor pro 
hibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respec­ 
tively, or to the people." 
Surely the power to regulate 
youth camps could not reason­ 
ably be numbered among the 
powers delegated to Congress 
by the Constitution. It is among 
the [lowers reserved to the 
states "respectively." Only six 
states, in the exercise of their 
own legislative judgment, have 
seen fit to adopt regulatory 
laws for youth camps Other­ 
wise a need for bureaucratic 
control is not perceived. 
A summer camp can be a 
splendid experience for young 
people In a good camp, they 
learn the old values 
self 
reliance, lor example, and 
individual initiative 
it might 
lie helpful, 
metaphorically 
speaking, to send the sponsors 
of this bill to a political summer 
camp 
They 
have 
lost 
old 
values, or never learned them, 
and need to get back on the 
trail

fast in Pittsburgh and collected 
more than $50,000. He flew to 
Philadelphia for lunch, where 
he picked up at least $25,000 
more 
Then 
he 
jetted 
to 
Washington for a pair of eve­ 
ning cocktail 
parties 
which 
netted him almost $200,(MM) 
It really happened that way, 
just one year ago. With abso­ 
lutely no fanfare, we’re cele­ 
brating the first anniversary of 
an incredible period, during 
June and July of 1976, when 
people almost literally threw 
money at Carter. 
Some background: There are 
two basic types of donors to 
presidential candidates 
the 
truly committed contributors 
who give their money when it’s 
needed 
(in Carter's 
case, 
before and during the pri­ 
maries of early 1976) and the 
purveyors of “ smart money.” 
In that latter category are the 
political action committees and 
officials of unions, corpora­ 
tions, trade associations and 
every other imaginable special 
interest group determined to 
buy “ access ’ to the W’hite 
House. 
Hack in the bad old days, that 
“ smart 
money” could wait 
until after the Republican and 
Democratic conventions, then 
contribute 
a 
substantial 
amount to the candidate most 
likely to win the general elec­ 
tion 
or even hedge its bets by 
making big donations to both 
men. 
Hut 
the special 
interest 
groups last year had only about 
five weeks to attempt to buy a 
piece of the action 
from June 
9, 
the day after 
the final 
primary results made Carter's 
nomination a certainty, until 
Ju ly 14, when his official 
nomination would terminate all 
private fund-raising under pro­ 
visions of the new federal law 
governing campaign finance. 
The deficit burdened Carter 
campaign was glad to oblige 
the “ smart money." On June 
22, the candidate attended two 
Boston events which netted at 
least $60,(KM) On June 24, he was 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York to pick up another 
$50,(MM) or more. On June 26, a 
Georgia reception netted close 
to $1(M),(MM) 
On June 28, a $1 ,<MM)-a head 
party which Carter attended at 
a sprawling estate in Asheville.

Milwaukee the following day 
was good for another $20,(MM) or 
more. 
The Pittsburgh breakfast, 
Philadelphia 
lunch 
and 
Washington cocktail parties 
came on June 30.

$200,000 was 
collected 
Do July 7, he attended back 
to back receptions at the posh 
Diplomat Hotel in Hollywood, 
Fla 
(more than $25,000) and

(almost 
$100,000). 
Finally, on July 14, a Dallas 
party produced more than 
$100,000

Important Cases 
Wait Return 
Of Court 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The 
Supreme Court, now adjourned 
for the summer, already has 
important cases involving in­ 
dividual liberties awaiting its 
return Oct.3. 


The term that ended Wednes­ 
day with actions on rape and 
abortion showed an increase in 
appeals dealing with rights of 
womenand children and familv 
matters generally, along with 
the usual criminal matters and 
disputes over religion, race and 
obscenity. 


Capital 
punishment 
was 
prominent 
in 
the 
term, 
although the principle was 
sanctioned 
a 
year 
ago. 
Questions continue to arise as 
to whether state laws comply 
with the standards the justices 
have established or whether an 
individual has been accorded 
all the required rights. 
They 
struck 
down 
Louisiana's mandatory death 
sentence for the murder of law 
enforcement officers, and in a 
Georgia 
case 
Wednesday 
vetoed the death penalty for 
rape, regardless of the cir­ 
cumstances, when a life is not 
taken. 
After allowing states to 
decide without regard either to 
federal law or the Constitution 
whether to fund nontherapeutic 
abortions, the court returned to 
a Brooklyn federal judge the 
question of whether a ban on 


lederal 
lunds 
for 
abortions 
should be continued. 
A women’s rights decision 
that loosed a deluge of criticism 
held that employers may ex­ 
clude pregnant women workers 
from their disability insurance 
plans without violating federal 
civil rights law. 
During the term, Richard 
Nixon’s four appointees — 
Chief Justice Warren Burger 
and Justices Harry Blackmun, 
Lewis Powell and W illiam 
Rehnquist — were in voting 
control as they have been for 
some time, usually in combina­ 
tion with Kennedy appointee 
Byron White and-or Ford ap­ 
pointee John Paul Stevens. 
Justices W illiam Brennan 
and Thurgood Marshall, the 
remaining 
members 
of 
the 
more liberal majority under 
Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, 
continued their many dissents 
from judgments which they 
said undermined earlier rulings 
in support of individual rights 
and 
full 
access 
to federal 
courts. 


During this term, the court 
also delivered its second legal 
blow to Nixon by ruling that 
Congress properly gave the 
government control over 42 
million documents and 880 
tapes from his administration 
A 1974 ruling in the Watergate 
coverup case was a 
major 
factor in his resignation.

Gets Good Response 


LISBON - The response to 
the opening Monday of Pat 
Cline’s Peoples Cab Co. here 
has been so good that she is 
planning to add a second car to 
her “ fleet,” and to extend her 
hours of service. 


In its first 
two days of 
operation, Peoples Cab tran­ 
sported 26 customers, about 80 
per cent of whom are elderly, 
according to Mrs. Cline of W. 
Lincoln Way. She indicated she 
especially 
wants 
to 
ac­ 
commodate older people, and 
that her passengers are setting 
their own rates. 


“ I ’ve been thinking about a 
cab service for about four 
months and it only took about a 
week to put it all together,” she 
said “ I work quick when I do 
things." 
Mrs Cline initially did not 
have the necessary money for 
insurance, but a woman from 
near Lisbon “ who didn’t know 
me nor I her” lent Mrs. Cline 
the first 
month’s 
insurance 
payment,” she said. 
The taxi service was begun 
with a 1972 Dodge. Mrs. Cline 
saw a second car advertised in 
a newspaper and is waiting to 
hear if the seller will agree to 
her offer. “ I want to trade him 
a home movie outfit for it,” she 
said 
“ I also have two people who 
have called and who want to 
work ” 
The hours for Peoples Cab 
Co. were originally set for 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m., but Mrs. Cline 
has extencled them to8 or 9 p.m. 
for persons who need to go to 
such places as grocery stores or 
doctors’ offices. 
“ If they’11 call, I’ll come after 
them,” she said. 
She charges a base rate of 80 
cents in the village for her 
services, but the rates tievond 
that base are being set by the 
passengers themselves 
Mrs. 
Cline has no meter in her car 
“ I ’m trying to accommodate 
the older people. Some can pay 
and some can’t," she said. “ But 
I ’ve been surprised People are 
paying more than I thought 
they would." 
Mrs. Cline has driven taxis in 
Lisbon and in East Liverpool 
and is optimistic about her 
enterprise 
“ 1 launched into this with no 
money,” she said

In your case the IgE is at­ 
tached to cells in your nose 
and when the reaction occurs 
your cells release histamine. 
The histamine from your own 
body is what causes the symp­ 
toms. That is why an- 
tihistaminics, such as Chlor- 
T rim eton are useful in 
treating hay fever and other 
allergic problems. But to get 
the best results you need to 
take the antihistaminic before 
the offending agent comes in 
contact with your cells. That 
means you need to take the 
Chlor-Trimeton around the 
clock whether you have symp­ 
toms or not. Sometimes you 
do better with a change in an- 
tihistaminics 
If a person has hives or 


asthma the IgE antibody is at­ 
tached to different cells but 
the basic reaction to the offen­ 
ding agent is the same. 
Desensitization 
shots 
are 


used to stimulate the body to 
form other types of antibodies 
and eventually eliminate the 
reaction of IgE antibody with 
the offending agent A very 
sm all dose is used and 
gradually increased 
The 


treatment takes a long time 
and needs to be started well 
before the season 
In your 


case you should have started 
treatment at least in January 
to avoid the problem in June. 
They are helpful in some peo­ 
ple. The best treatment of all 
though is recognizing what the 
offending agent is and 
avoiding it, more on that in 
The Health Letter I am sen­

As passed by the House, the 
exemption would be for nine

Ford argued that the smaller 
operators might be forced out 
of business if they did not get 
the extension and that their

The gardeners don’t have to be 
sp ectacu lar or im m ensely 
successful, but do have to be 
interested in their garden, its 
potential and its problems. 
Suggestions for stories are 
welcomed by the Town and 
Country editor.—ed.) 
Lester Prentice of Green 
Beaver Rd , Canfield, started 
his garden April 1 when he set 
out plants of cabbage, cauli­ 
flower and lettuce he had nur 
tured indoors with his portable 
greenhouse 
The movable hotbed was 
used extensively, for Prentice 
starts indoors about every type 
of vegetable and flower he 
eventually sets out, including 
early corn. 
His 
long-range 
efforts are already showing 
the sigas of handsome payoff 
in a bountiful vegetable har­ 
vest as well as in well-stocked 
flower beds. 
Prentice and his wife. Mar 
garet, moved to their home be­ 
tween Routes 46 and 165 in 
Green Township six years ago 
when he retired after a long 
c a re e r 
w ith 
Jones 
and 
Laughlin 
Steel 
Corp. 
in 
Youngstown. He grew up on a 
farm near G arrettsville, but 
hadn’t had a garden in the 30 
years since he had been in 
Youngstown 
He has used the ample time 
available to him in his retire­ 
ment to make up for the years 
of experience he didn’t get in 
the city. A small grove of 
dw arf fruit trees 
(apple, 
peach, pear, apricot, plum, 
cherry), three manure bins 
and plans for building a six by 
15-foot greenhouse for this 
winter indicate the scope of the 
former steelw orker’s outdoor 
ambitions. 
WHILE HE DOESN’T claim 
any special philosophy of gar 
dening, he has taken on many 
of the practices of dedicated 
organic apostles and speaks 
highly 
or 
organic 
super 
mulcher Ruth Stout of New 
England Her basic tenet is no 
plow, no-hoe and no-work in a 
plot kept a foot deep in a hay 
mulch which is parted only to 
plant then retu rn ed until 
planting 
the 
coming 
year 
P ren tice would follow her 
mulching advice, but says he 
can’t get they hay needed to 
cover his plantings. 
He is aoing some experi 
menting this year, trying fava 
beans just to see what hap­ 
pens; sta rtin g a clim bing 
tomato on a 10-foot pipe to see 


if it will reach the top; trying 
his hand at celery and training 
his vining cucumbers on a 
heavy guage woven fence. The 
tomato is planted in a two-foot 
deep hole he lined generously 
with corn cobs and 
horse 
manure. 
He is using bush-type vine 
crops of two types, cucum ­ 
bers and acorn squash He has 
situated one of the bush type 
cukes under the teepee junc­ 
tion point of his six-foot stakes 
for vining limas, giving a good 
use of space in three dimen­ 
sions. 
PR E N T IC E ’S 
LINCOLN 
peas are growing on 
four 
stra n d s of cord stretch ed 
horizontally 
from 
well- 
anchored metal fence posts. 
The cord keeps the peas off the 
ground, 
giving them 
more 
evening ripening and making 
them easier to pick 
He doesn’t save any seed 
from year to year except those 
of an un named tomato he 
believes is of Italian descent 
The Beefsteak-like fruit has 
the characteristic of ripening 
only in the waning days of 
August 
Prentice reports he 
has set out foot-high plants in 
early spring without receiving 
the tipe tomatoes from the 
stalk any earlier 
At the other end of the 
season, 
his 
E arly 
Boy 
tomatoes had green tomatoes 
developing as early as one 
month ago His early cabbage 
began heading weeks ago and 
his family has been munching 
lettuce since mid-Mav. 
WHEN HIS PEAS are fin 
ished, he will remove the vines 
and plant fall and winter cab­ 
bage, fall lettuce and cauli­ 
flower Like any other plant he 
gets his hands on. the pea vines 
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will be shredded and put back 
on the garden soil to build it up 
“Anything that grows and 
lives, I put back into the soil 
that’s what makes it rich" he 
says. 
K itchen sc rap s are 
buried in the garden using a 
post hold digger to obtain the 
deepest hole with the least 
displacement of soil 
He will 
bury 
the 
late 
lettuce and 
carrots under a foot of straw 
for harvest throughout 
the 
coming winter months 
Prentice’s garden ends with 
in feet of a woods, which bor 
ders his property on the west. 
The 40 foot trees offer his 
vegetables shade in the after 
noon, which he feels helps 
them during hot sum m er days 
He has had no trouble with 
rabbits, as one might suspect 
with 
his 
proximity 
to the 
w'oods. But this spring he has 
fallen victim to a family of 
chipm unks w hich had not 
bothered him in years past 
Breaking their peaceful co 
existence, the small rodents 
have repeatedly 
eaten 
the 
leaves, then the stem s of his 
treasured tuberous begonias 
His traps have gotten three 
chipmunks and two moles, 
w hile one of the “grinnies" re 
mains on the loose 
THE 
NEAR-BY 
FOREST 
has proven to be a base of 
operatioas for raccoon which 
visit his corn patch when the 
ears begin to form 
Picky 
eaters that they are, the coons 
have stripped 
back 
husks, 
gobbled out a row or two per 
ear, then advanced to another 
ear, he says. 
His response has been to 
train pumpkin runners in a 
wall around his corn patch. 
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A straw mulch encircles the 
hush-type cucumber 
in 
the 
center of a planting of four pole 
lima bean stalks in Prentice's 


garden.

T hese figures com e from an 
article by Robert M 
P o rter, 
professor in charge of records 
at the D airy Science D ep art­ 
m ent of Ohio S tate U niversity 
in the Ju n e edition of the Ohio 
Herd Im provem ent O bserver. 
A total of 5,291 cattle in 
Colum biana County w ere on 
test, com prising 51 per cent of 
the county’s cattle On top in 
the num ber of cows on test was 
W ayne County 
with 
16,113, 
which com prises 53 per cent of 
the county’s total herd. 
In 1976, 32.6 p er cent of the 
d a iry cow s 
in O hio w ere 
enrolled in a 
dairy 
record 
keeping program This w as up 
1.4 per cent from 1975 
The 
num ber of cows on test in­ 
creased from 121,683 to 130,228 
T hese w ere owned by 2,421 
Ohio dairym en and, in a d ­ 
dition, there w ere 208 goats in 
20 herds on test. 


Since 1956, the num ber of 
dairy cows in the Buckeye 
sta te has dropped from 804,000 
to the current (1976) level of 
400,000. D u rin g th is sa m e 
period the per cent of cows on 
test has increased from 11.5 to 
32.6 per cent. 


F rom 1975, there w as an 
increase from 16 to 23 counties 
having 40 per cent or m ore of 
their cows enrolled in a dairy 
record keeping program .

Growing Your Own

If 
you 
grow 
roses, 
you 
probably have taken cuttings 
to increase your collection. In 
this case, the new rose would 
be identical to 
the 
mother 
plant. 
But 
have 
you 
ever 
thought of creating an entirely 
new 
rose 
th ro u gh 
hybridization? A n y seed from 
a rose that is not a species will 
develop into a rose that is 
different from either parent. It 
is m ore interesting, however, 
to m ake controlled crosses, 
se le ctin g 
p a re n ts 
w hose 
characteristics you hope will 
be passed on to the offspring. 
W hile most cultivars on the 
m a rke t 
a re 
p ro d u c e d 
by 
professional growers, a few 
were created by am ateurs. 
One am ateur gardener, Carl 
M eyer, developed the award- 
winning Portrait, a 1972 All 
A m erica 
Rose Selection. 
It 
m ay be discouraging to learn 
that on an average only one out 
of 
10,000 seedlings 
will 
be 
w o rth y of c o m m e rc ia l 
in ­ 
troduction. E ve n if you don’t 
create a superior variety, you 
ca n 
have 
sa tisfa c tio n 
in 
grow ing varieties you created 
yourself. Perhaps you will be 
lucky like the hybridizer who 
developed 
the 
flo rib u n d a s 
F a sh io n and V o gu e . E a c h 
grew from seeds that cam e 
from the sam e seed pod. 


THE FIR ST S T E P is slec 
ting the roses you w ish to 
cross. You m ay want to choose 
for ce rta in c h a ra c te ristic s 
su ch as color, 
fra g ra n c e , 
longevity of the bloom, thor­ 
n le ssn e ss, 
o r 
d ise a se 
resistance. The desired factors 
will not necessarily be passed 
to the offspring, but there is a 
g re a te r chance if c h a r a c ­ 
teristics are possessed by the 
parents. 
Because 
all 
roses 
possess both m ale and female 
organs, the variety chosen to 
be the female parent w ill have 
to be em asculated to prevent 
self-pollination 
T o do this, choose a bud 
whose petals are just begin­ 
ning to unfurl. Rem ove all the 
petals; then rem ove the an­ 
thers, which bear the pollen, 
w ith 
tw eezers. 
C o v e r 
the 
blossom with a paper bag to 
prevent is receiving foreign 
pollen. Anthers from the m ale 
parent can be rem oved and 
stored in a jar, labeled and 
dated 
In a day or two, the 
anthers will split and relase 


grow them without this special 
technique. 
If 
you 
think 
yo u 
have 
developed a superior variety, 
you can send a seedling to a 
c o m m e rc ia l 
g ro w e r 
for 
evaluation. He m ay even buy 
the rights for development and 
distribution. Chances are the 
varieties you develop w on’t be 
good enough to put on the 
m arket 
But they m ay bring 
you pleasure in the knowledge 
that they are your own unique 
creations.

In any case, you 
should be sure to go deep 
enough to disrupt the roots of 
u n w a n te d v e g e ta tio n .

to cover the m ost ground and 


to get as close to the plants 
possible Be su re your shovels 
are sh arp and not excessively 
worn.

Fruiting Hedges Do Double Duty

Fruitful hedges have tasty 
versatility. 
They 
bloom 
in 
spring, yield in summer to fall, 
procide attractive property 
borders, 
screen 
unsightly 
areas and produce year after 
year. 
Red and black raspberries, 
juicy 
blackberries 
and 
luscious 
grapes 
from 
decorative vines 
offer 
you 
flavorful growing horizons. All 
are quite easy to grow. They 
return your 
kindness 
with 
delicious eating. 
Raspberries 
and 
black­ 
berries tend to spread. They 
perform best along property 
lines or in rows bordering 
garden areas. Blackberries in 
particular form nearly im­ 
penetrable thickets to thwart 
wandering neighborhood pets 
and pests. These and 
red 
reaspberries send out un­ 
derground runners. Just a few 
canes will become deeply 
established, fill in rows well 
and require only periodic 
pruning to keep them bearing 
prolifically. 
CHOOSE a sunny area with 
well-drained soil, 
fertile 
if 
possible. However, rasp- and 
blackberries can tolerate a 
wider range of soil cpnditions, 
even somewhat poorer soils if 
drainage is good. You can, of 
course, easily improve soil 
with 
compost, 
manure, 
mulches that rot down to 
enrich soil and commercial 
fertilizer to feed your berry 
bushes. All berries need lots of 
water and sun to create their 
highest 
possible 
sugar 
sweetness. 
P R E P A R E 
your 
planting 
area well. Dig or till IO inches 
deep. Add manure, compost or 
peat moss. When plants arrive, 
since most are shipped bare- 
rooted, mix a slurry of com 


barefooted, wrapped in moist 
moss. Dig a hole large enough 
to let their roots spread fully. 
Fill, tamp and water well too 
Space grape vines six to eight 
feet apart along a fence or 
trellis. These plants need 
c’ nbing support for tendrils 
of vines to hold plants upright. 
W A TER all bushes and vines 
each week so they set a strong 
new roothold in your home 
grounds. Prune grape vines 
back too so that laterals form. 
You can grow grapes along a 
fence, a wire trellis or on an 
arbor. The leaves need sun, not 
the grapes, so don’t worry if 
grape bunches seem to be 
overly shaded. That’s natural. 
Be patient with all these 
berries. They need a year to 
become established, another to 
become firmly set and then 
they’ll be ready to reward you 
bountifully. You seldome get a 
crop the first year and only a 
small one the second. After 
that they become so prolific 
you’ll have ample yields for 
eating fresh, freezing, making 
jams and jellies too. 
SO M E 
IN SE C T S 
may 
trouble 
these plants. 
Your 
local 
garden 
center 
can 
provide the treatments needed 
to protect your crops. They’ll 
need periodic fertilizer too. 
But once you get them planted, 
obtain 
the 
nutrients 
and 
materials to protect them, you 
can look forward to decades of 
tasty eating from your fruitful 
hedges.

Strikes Home 


C O LU M BU S - Probably 
one of the biggest faults of 
home gardeners is their desire 
to grow plants that are not 
native to the locality. 
The European white birch or 
clump birch is an example. 
The 
bronze 
birch 
borer 
probably has done more to 
discourage the planting of this 
tree in these parts than 
anything else, says Richard L. 
Miller, Extension entomologist 
at The Ohio State University. 
About the time the clump of 
birch gets to the point where 
you can enjoy it, the top dies, 
out. By the following year, you 
have to make that last cut — 
that one of getting rid of the 
dead tree. 
In spite of this, there are still 
clump birch growing in the 
area. And, Miller says if you 
are willing to spray a few 
times each year, you can grow 
the tree and enjoy it in your 
yard. 
TH E 
B O R ER S overwinter 
as larvae under the bark of the 
tree. In early May, adults 
begin to emerge and egg- 
laying begins soon after 
Control measures should be 
applied around late May with 
additional sprays in early, 
mid, and late June. 
Use lindane 20 per cent EC at 
two quarts per IOO gallons of 
water rate or four teaspoons 
per gallon of water for smaller 
amounts.

Birch

Although most nurseries and 
greenhouses are very sanitary 
in their plant growing, one way 
to be fairly sure of freedom 
from soil-borne diseases is to 
grow your own plants in soil­ 
less mixes. Even then, com­ 
plete sanitation may not be 
possible 
because 
plant 
diseases are often carried on 
blowing dust or in tap water 
Always 
look 
for disease- 
resistant varieties; they may 
cost a little more but are worth 
it.

Inspections 
and appropriate follow-up

emissions, thereby improving 
the air quality in urban and 
suburban areas. 
M U N IC IPA LIT IES

Norma M cC illach 
hails 
from New Zealand. She is a 
home economist with a flair 
and a pleasing voice. She 
knows 
more 
about 
deep 
freezing than anyone else in 
her part of the world and she 
has 
recently 
invented 
a 
gadget. 
“ My invention is a small 
hand pump that removes most 
of the air from packages of 
foods about to be frozen. This 
assures a more flavorful and 
wholesome product. I got the 
idea from watching my young 
daughter pump up her bicycle 
tires. If a pump could force air 


into tires why couldn’t it also 
be used to draw air out? So 
that explains my Freezer 
Vacuum Pump and my visit to 
the United States,” she ex­ 
plains. 
Mrs. McCullach, mother of 
two, was born in England and 
educated 
there 
as 
a 
nutritionist 
and 
home 
economist. She is widely 
known in New Zealand and 
Australia as an expert on home 
freezing and has 
written 
several books on the subject. 
‘The Deep Freeze Handbook” 
is her lates. (It can be pur­ 
chased for $4.99 through the 
Poly-Commodity Corp., 
1350 


Avenue of the Americas, New 
York, N Y. 10019.) 
Mrs. McCullach says, “ The 
women I met in small and 
large towns in my travels 
throughout the United States 
are so open and friendly. Your 
home economists are so alert 
and interested in my freezer 
pump and many have written 
about it.” 
The Freezer Vacuum Pump 
is actually a simple gadget, 
consisting of two telescoped 
tubes, about 10 inches long and 
about one and one-half inches 
wide. It is simple to operate. 
“ In the rural areas of the 
United States women do freeze 


a lot of food. But I don’t think 
they use their freezer as much 
as we do in our country. We use 
a freezer as a daily necessity. 
Freezers are actually used as 
a home cold storage plant,” 
Mrs. McCullach explains. 
She continues, “ We drive 
along the road until we see a 
sign PY O (pick your own). We 
stop and everyone in the car 
jumps out and starts picking 
peas or beans or whatever the 
farm grows. B y the day’s end 
we present our bags at the gate 
ana pay five cents a pound.
